Many Cling to Homes as They 
Are Swept Down Stream 


Dallas ‘((Texas).—LBetween forty and 
sixty persons are dead in Austin, Texas, 
and the property loss there is more than 
$500,000 as the result of the tornado 
and flood which have swept Texas and 
Oklahoma. 

Rivers are swollen, running in some 
places more than a mile wide. Big 
houses, some with persons clinging to 
them shouting for help, have been float- 
ing down the raging streams, All the 
towlands are inundated and scores of 
villages are partly under water. More 
losses are expected. Every creek and 
brook is out of its banks, Everywhere 
the careasses of dead animals float in 
the streams. The fury of the cyclone 
which swept parts of Texas was terrific. 

Wynnewood, Okla., and Knox county, 
Texas, reported terrific tornado damage. 
A man was killed at Christobal, Texas. 
Dallas and Fort Worth are without gas 
as a result of the storm. These cities 
are dependent almost entirely upon nat- 
aral gas for fuel, and prospects for re- 
pairing the breaks in the mains are

AUSTRIANS DRIVEN 
FROM CARPATHIANS 


Thrown Back to the Plains of 
Hungary they Resort to 
Outflanking 
Petrograd.—Thrown back from the 
principal summits of the Carpathian 
mountains to the plains of Hungary, 


the forces of Austria are now at- 


tempting to relieve the weakness of 
their position along the center of the 
Carpathian front, namely the Mezo- 
laborcz-Lupkow region, by two par- 
allel outflanking movements, one op- 
erating in the direction of Stry, which 
is trying to bend back the Russian 
left, and the other in the vicinity of 
Gorlice, in an effort to surround the 
Russian right. 

The results of these attempts 
have been officially announced in 
Petrograd. The tactics of the Rus- 
sian forces were to invite the enemy 
to advance by non-resistance. Not 
a shot was fired until the range was 
very close. 

The Russians suddenly charged 
with the bayonet, with the result 
that the Austrians were completely 
routed, the Russians taking an un- 
usually large number of prisoners. 
By the same tactics the Russians near 
Polen captured an entire Austrian 
battalion, with its full complement 
of officers. 

In a stubborn battle near Kozi- 
ouvka, April 19 and 20, the Austri- 
ans took an elevated position in the 
face of a strong Russian defense, 
but after two hours of possession 
they were forced to abandon the 
position. 


LIVED UNDER ALL EXCEPT 
THE FIRST U. S. PRESIDENT 


Woodland.—Jacob Scott, a negro, 
115 years old, who died here April 
21, was believed to be the oidest 
man in California. Scott for fifty- 
six years was a siave. He carried 
United States mail at Yolo for the 
Past twenty-five years and previously 
conducted a mercantile business in 
Woodland for twenty-five years. He 
was born at Brick Chapel, Boone 
county, Missouri, on September 11, 
1800. 

Scott came to Yolo county fifty- 
eight years ago. Then a slave, he 
opened a barber shop. He died of 
rheumatism two days after being tak- 
en to the County Hospital. 

Scott remembered President Jack- 
son, chief executive of the United 
States, eighty-five years ago. Scott 
was 20 years old when King George 
It of England died, and lived under 
every President except Washington.

Teutons Are Making Attacks to 
Regain Possession of 
Hill No. 60 


London.—-Hill No. 60, dominating 
an area to the southeast of Ypres, 
continues to be the storm center of 
the western front, with the British 
tlinging tenaciously to the ground 
taken by assault April 17. Counter 
attack after counter attack has been 
so far successfully repulsed, but the 
British hold is still disputed by the 
Germans, and the end of the lively 
and costly fighting is not yet in sight. 
The British losses have not been an- 
nounced, but they are estimated at 
well over 2,000. The Germans are 
believed to have lost more than 4,000 
men. 

The French drive in the direction 
of St. Mihiel is about the only other 
significant move in the west. 

The condition of the ground both 
in the east and the west is now being 
directly reflected in the local» opera- 
tions. 

The situation along the entire 
eastern front is for the moment ap- 
parently at a standstill, floods hav- 
ing impeded military activity in the 
Carpathians to a large extent, while 
practically nothing has been heard 
of movements in Poland. 

On the other hand, fine weather 
has prevailed in the west for several 
days, and, barring a heavy storm, the 
ground will become harder daily, a 
condition which should mean _in- 
creased activity on each side. 

The British press concedes that the 
taking of hill No. 60 is largely a local 
matter, but it considers this engage- 
ment an important step forward and 
a great relief to the town of Ypres, 
so long under bombardment. The 
Germans, in possession of this hill, 
were not only above the town, but 
they threatened the British lines in 
the vicinity of St. Eloi. The taking 
of this hill, therefore, teduces the in- 
conveniences of the Ypres salient, 
strengthens the British lines to the 


fsouth, gives an advantageous posi- 


tion for further efforts, and renders 
the German offensive in this quarter 
difficult. 


Portland, Ore.~—Mario Lambardi, 
impresario of the Italian Grand 


Opera Company, which was appear- 
ing in Portland, died at 7 o’clock 
a.m., April 22, of hemorrhage of the 
brain following an attack of apo- 
plexy. 

Signor Lambardi, who was 66 years 
old and one of the world’s greatest 
organizers of grand opera companies, 
was stricken with apoplexy April 21 
while playing billiards with Mario 
G. Montrizza, a member of his com- 
pany. 

Signor Lambardi was born in Flor- 
ence, Italy. In his youth he was an 
architect and building contractor. 
Thirty years ago he went to South 
America, and his artistic tempera- 
ment soon attracted him to the realm 
of music and he organized his first 
grand opera company. It was a tre- 
mendous success, and was soon sub- 
sidized by the Argentine government. 

Buenos Aires was Lambardi’s head- 
quarters for many years, but he fre- 
quently toured Europe, Mexico and 
the United States with his companies. 

Clasping her dead husband’s pic- 
ture to her heart, Signora Lambardi 
was found in her apartment on the 
evening of April 22, gasping from the 
effects of poison. 

A bottle of bichloride of mercury 
stood on a table by her bedside. She 
was taken to a hospital, where it was 
said she could not recover. 

“I want to die; let me die,’’ she 
gasped faintly when attendants 
sought to remove her from her room. 

Signora Lambardi is 82 years old. 


THREE HANGED WHILE 
GIVEN THIRD DEGREE 


Tucson, Ariz.—Frank Moore, a 
deputy sheriff, and Robert Fenter, a 
county ranger, are in the county jail 
charged with murder for having 
hanged the Leon brothers, alleged 
bandits, while administering a “third 
degree” instead of shooting them in 
battle, as reported two days ago. 
The hanging occurred in Lonely 
Gulch, near Greaterville, an isolated 
settlement in the Santa Rita moun- 
tains. 

Juan Leon, one of the brothers, 
died on the rope. Jose Maria Leon 
is at the point of death from the 
effects of strangulation.. The third 
brother, Francisco, was left for dead, 
but released himself while his toes 
just touched the ground, and is sup- 
posed to have wandered away in the 
mountains and died.

Nine“Are Drowned as Craft] Death Toll in Disaster Grows; 


Rushes of Teutons Believed to 
_ Be Forerunners of Attempts 
to Reach Calais 


London.—The German’ rushes’ in 
Flanders and the Woevre, where they 
claim to have had considerable suecess, 
are believed to be the forerunners of 
another big effort to break through the 
allied lines in the west. 

For many days Belgium has been 
sealed from the observation of neutrals, 
while reinforcements from Germany 
were being moved to the south to take 
in the new offensive, which they hope 
is to carry them to Calais and possibly 
break the resistance of the allies. 

The attack in Flanders, originally 
leveled at the French, has been trans- 
ferred to the British lines held by the 
Canadians, on the immediate right of 
the French, and here for two days the 
men from the dominion have been en- 
gaged in a deadly contest with the 
Germans. The latter state in their offi- 
ciak report that they have made further 
progress toward Ypres and that the 
British counter-attack has been re- 
pulsed. 

The French account on the other 
hand, declares that the allies counter- 
atacks continue with suceess and that 
the British hold all their positions, and 
repeats the charge that the Germans are 
using bombs containing asphyxiating 
gases, 


Ypres in Flames 


London.—“Ypres is in flames, the 
Germans having thrown a hail of in- 
cendiary bombs into the town.” Thus 
telegraphed the Morning Post's cor- 
respondent in Northern France April 
27. “The fighting continues hotly all 
along this front,” the correspondent 
adds. “The Germans show extraordi- 
nary daring in, bring heavy artillery 
close to thelr front Hine, the guns 
used belzg mostly thirteen-inch Aus 


trian howitzers on movable carriages. 


“The Germans also are using ef. 
fectively armored trains carrying 4.7 
guns. 

“For the use of these armored 
trains the Germans have consolidated 
and strengthened the system of light 
railroads, uniting a number of small 
towns in the neighborhood of Ypres, 
tay which they have added Feisty 
branch lines,” 


GENERAL ATTACK ON 
FORTS 1S OPENED 


Big Force Successfully Landed 
at Various Points on the 
Gallipoli Peninsula 


London.—The admiralty and _ the 
War Office declared April 26 that a 
general attack on the Dardanelles had 
begun. An army, it was said, has 
been disembarked successfully. The 
following official announcement was 
given out: ‘ 

“The general attack on the Dar- 
danelles by the fleet and the army 
has been resumed, 

“The disembarkation of the arm}, 
covered by the fleet, began before 
sunrise April 26, at various points on 
the Gallipoli peninsula, and in spite 
of serious opposition from the enemy 
in strong entreachements protected 
by barbed wire, was completely suc- 
cessful. 

“Before nightfall large forces were 
established on shore. 

“The landing of the army and the 
advance continue.” 


A BRITISH DIVER SUNK 
AND OTHERS DAMAGED 


Berlin.—One_ British submarine 
was sunk and others are believed to 
have been severely damaged when a 
raid was attempted upon Helgoland, 
the German naval base, the admir- 
alty announced April 22. 

For several days reports were re- 
ceived of activities of British sub- 
marines at various points, the state- 
ment declared. German destroyers 
then put out and met the vessels at- 
tempting the raid through Helgoland 
bight. 

In addition to the submarine which 
was sent to the bottom, others were 
fired on and are believed to have been 
damaged. 

The efforts to reach the German 
naval base were checked without 
any damage to the German vessels 
engaged. 


WOMEN CONDUCTORS ON 
STREET CARS IN GLASGOW 


Glasgow.—So satisfactory has the 
experiment of employing a dozen 
women as street car conductors 
proved that .the corporation tram- 
ways committee has decided to em- 
ploy as many additional women as 
would be necessary to fill the vacan- 
cies caused by the men enlisting for 
service at the front. It is expected 
that 400 women will be required for 
these positions. They will be paid 
27 shillings ($6.75) weekly, and 


will be provided with service uni- 
forms. :

HIGH STANDARD OF WRITING 


Professor Pays a Tribute to Newspa- 
per English, Which Is on the 
Whole Deserved. 

“I well remember the pleasure ‘with 
which, as @ young man, I heard my 
venerable and practiced professor of 
rhetoric sa, that he supposed there 
was no work known to man more dif- 
fcult than writing,” said Prof. George 
ff. Palmer, formerly of Harvard uni- 
versity. “Up to that time I had sup- 
posed its severities peculiar to my- 
self.” He goes-on to recount the ad- 
vantages which children of today en- 
joy over those of his own generation, 
ond hopes ihat some of them will find 
the language he has used about the 
difficulty of writing extravagant. Then 
he says: 

“Let me say, too, that since frequen- 
cy has more to do with ease of writing 
than anything else, I count the newspa- 
per men lucky because they are writ- 
Ing all the time, and I do not think so 
meanly of their product as the present 
popular disparagement would seem to 
require. It is hasty work, undoubted- 
ly, and bears the marks of haste. But 
in my judgment in no period of the 
English language has there been so 
high an average of sensible, vivacious 
and informing sentences written as 
appears in our daily press. 

“With both good and evil results, 
the distinction betwan book literature 
and speech literature is breaking 
down. Everybody is writing, appar- 
ently in verse and prose; and if the 
higher graces of style do not often 
neither on tha other hand do 
the ruder awkwardness and obscur- 
ities. A certain straightforward Eng- 
lish is becoming established. A whole 
nation is learning the use of its mother 
tongue. Under such circumstances it 
is doubly necessary that anyone who 
{s conscious of feebleness in his com- 
mand of English should promptly and 
earnestly begin the sultivation of it.”
